KN } Hereas the counties of Norfolk, Suffolk, Effex, 

/'Y Lincoln, and the other counties with them aſſo- 
ciated, our of their loyall reſpe& to His Majeſty, their 
pious diſpoſition to the Peace and Happinefſle of this 

Kingdom, in obedience to the Orders of Parliament 
Have raiſed and maintained to the number of Fourteen 
rhouſand Horſe, Foot and Dragoons, or thereabouts,and 
with them within Five monerhs laſt paſt have done many 
ſervices againſt the common Enemy, tending much to 
the {afery of the Kingdom, And intend to raiſe a far more 
confiderable force both of Horſe and Foot, And have 
alſo bought many Arms and Ammunition, and muſt buy 
more. whereby to furniſh themſelves with a Train of Ar- 
tillery; And have been, and muft be at great charges in 
maintaining and recruting the ſaid Forces, and in keeping 
ſeverall Gartiſons, making and ercing of Fortifications, 
Magazines, Courts of Guard, and other things requiſite 
and neceflary for the Defence and ſafety of the ſaid Afſo-

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ciation; againſt the irſcurfions 'of the *Enemy :. By aH. 
which means the ſaid Afociation-is become much.in-. 
debred, »nd-wirhoutthe ſpeedy raiſing of large and-con{i- .

pences, cannot long ſubſiſt in a condition to keep them- 
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ſelves trom ruine, and to'adyance'the Publique.ſafety,

Andthe'ſaid Lords and Commons dorfurther Ordai, 
That aVV/Menies Colle@ted and: not diſpoſe of, ortobe 
Colleted tipon the fifth, and tweritietly part of mens 
Eftares, of vf-the laſt three monerhs pay 'and all the 
Monies or- other 'benefir arifing by verrue of any Or- 

din#ace forthe third part: ofthe Sequeftration 'ſer}ed up- 
on the Earle of 'Mancheſter, {hall be paid ainto che Trea- 
ſrers xppointed- as aforeſaid; and from rhence to iflue 
out againe for the intents and purpoſes afore mentioned. 
And the ſaid Earl and Committee for the ſaid Aﬀecia- 
tion./have hereby power given them tocall all Colle&ors, 
Treaſurers, or others, that have or are thought to have 
any '6f the 4aid mhnies in their hands;, ro an accompr,

And it. is Ordained,thar ſix pence in the pound ſhall be 
allowed forevery ſum of money which ſhall be collected 
and paid to the ſaid Treaſurer, whereof three pence ſhall 
be for the Collectors, and rhree-pence for the Treaſurer. 
And the ſaid Treaſurer ſhall keep a Regiſter Book of 
rhe ſeverall ſummes received, and paid out by them, and 
ſhall render an acconnt thereof unto the ſaid Earle and 
Committee once every moneth ar leaſt. - | 

. And beitlaſtly Ordained, That the ſaid Earl, Deputy 
- Lieutenants, Committees, ColleQors,: Aſſeſſors, and e- 
very one of them, and every other perſon that ſhall be 
pang ans afhſting to them or any of them, in doing any 
thing by vertue of this Ordinance, ſhall be-defended and 


ſaved harmeleſſe therein by authority of-borh Houſes of
